CONSIDER  PLANS 
FORFIELDHOUSE 


Plans  for  a  greater  Wartburg 


took  another  step  forward  recent¬ 
ly  when  the  college  administra¬ 
tion  presented  the  church  offi¬ 
cials  with  a  request  for  the 
struction  of  a  new  field  house  and 
a  dormitory  to  be  added  to  the 
Wartburg  campus.  $100,000 
requested  for  the  contsructioQ  of 
a  new  field  house,  and  $73,000  for 
a  new  dormitory  or  an  addition  tc 
one  of  the  present  buildings  ii 
order  to  accommodate  an  addi¬ 
tional  seventy-five  to  one  hundred 
students. 

A  committee  from  the  Wart¬ 
burg  faculty  recently  made  a  tour 
of  central  and  northeast  Iowa 
schools.  The  committee,  led  by 
President  E.  J.  Braulick,  consisted 
of  Prof.  A.  W.  Swensen,  Prof.  A. 
A.  Aardal,  Prof.  C.  Muench,  Prof. 
J.  Cornils,  and  Prof.  E.  W.  Hertel. 
They  examined  field  houses  at 
various  schools  in  this  area  in  an 
effort  to  determine  what  type  of 
structure  would  best  fill  ou 
ent  need  here  at  Wartburg. 

Among  the  features  which 
seemed  especially  desirable  were 
a  new  type  of  laminated-beam 
roof  construction  used  in  the  new 
field  house  at  Grinnell  and  the 
collapsible  bleachers  and  double 
basketball  court  in  the  New 
Hampton  gynmasium  ,  together 
with  acoustic  tile  walls. 

Their  recommendations  were 
submitted  to  the  faculty  at  a 
meeting  in  which  specific  details 
of  the  plan  were  discussed.  The 
request  was  made  to  church  of¬ 
ficials  as  a  report  of  Wartburg’s 
needs  in  connection  with  the 
Chui-ch’s  new  educational  pro¬ 
gram.

A  late  bulletin  released  by  the 
national  headquarters  of  the  Se¬ 
lective  Service  System  states  that 
“the  War  Manpower  Commission 
has  certified  that  there  exists  i 
serious  need  for  additional  per¬ 
sons  in  scientific  and  specialized 
fields  and  in  certain  of  the  pro¬ 
fession.  They  are  needed  to  per¬ 
form  vital  services  in  activities 
essential  to  war  production,  to  the 
support  of  the  war  effort,  and  in 
activities,  the  maintenance  of 
which  is  necessary  to  the  health, 
safety,  and  welfare  of  the  nation.” 

Undergraduate  students  who 
give  promise  of  successful  com¬ 
pletion  of  their  course  of  study, 
and  will  graduate  on  or  before 
July  1,  1945,  are  affected  by  this 
new  order.  A  long  list  of  scien¬ 
tific  and  specialized  fields  ii 
which  students  may  be  enrolled  u 
listed. 

Theologians  Included. 

Included  in  the  list  of  pre-pro¬ 
fessional  students  of  the  bulletin 
which  recommends  that  “careful 
consideration  for  deferment  shall 
be  given,”  are  the  under^aduate 
theological  students  who  mil  com¬ 
plete  their  course  of  study  by  July 
1,  1945.  This  makes  it  possible  for 
qU  students  who  started  their 
work  in  September,  1942,  or  prior 
to  that  time,  to  receive  occupa¬ 
tional  deferment.  To  complete 
their  undergraduate  work  by  July 
1,  1945,  it  will  be  necessary  for 
students  to  take  the  accelerated 
course  which  calls  for  around- 
the-calendar  attendance.  With  the 
twelve-week  summer  session  add¬ 
ed  to  tlie  regular  school  year 
sisting  of  two  eighteen-week  se¬ 
mesters,  Wartburg  oUers  such  a 
program.  Other  pre-professional 
students  also  subject  to  deferment 
are  medical,  dental,  veterinary, 
and  osteopathic  students.  Students 
of  agriculture,  forestry,  pharmacy, 
and  optometry  may  be  deferr^ 
until  July  1,  1943,  or  beyond  that 
time,  depending  upon  their  status.

“The  life  Uiat  puts  its  trust  inn 
God  is  the  life  that  men  should 
lend,"  was  tlie  main  thought  ex¬ 
pressed  by  Pres.  Braulick  in  con¬ 
tinuing  talks  to  the  student  body 
on  the  Lord’s  Player. 

In  this  March  15  convocation 
F^cs.  Braulick  stated  that  we 
should  live  witliout  anxiety  and 
fear  and  with  complete  trust  of 
God  in  inner  motives  and  outer 
deeds.  He  said  that  if  a  person 
hasn’t  le.irned  to  forgive,  he 
doesn’t  have  the  ability  to  be  near 
God  in  prayer. 

"Men  should  not  have  any  hat- 
fed  in  their  hearts  at  any  time, 
but  especially  not  during  this 
season  of  Lent,”  concluded  Pres. 
Braulick,  i 

Professor  Ottersberg  in  the 
Tuesday,  March  16  convocation 
spoke  on  “The  Problems  of  Re¬ 
construction  and  Lasting  Peace.” 

In  this  time  of  war  it  is  natural 
that  men  should  think  and  plan 
for  a  lasting  peace.  The  Wart¬ 
burg  history  professor  cited  vari¬ 
ous  popular  peace  plans  held  to¬ 
day.  Prof.  Ottersberg  stated  that 
there  is  not  much  possibUity  for  a 
compromise  peace  because  the 
world  is  not  big  enough  for  both 
democracy  and  totalitarianism. 

Hebrews  11  was  the  text  used 
by  Dr.  Hiltner  in  his  talk  on 
“crises”.  Re  stated  tliat  it  takes 
practice  to  meet  crises. 

Dr.  Hiltner  used  the  example  of 
Abraham's  crisis,  when  God  sent 
him  to  anotlier  land  and  Abra¬ 
ham's  ability,  faith  and  strength 
to  meet  it.  “There  are  also  other 
reactions  to  meeting  these  turn¬ 
ing  poinls  in  life,"  he  said.  Peter 
in  his  crisis  denied  Christ  and 
Judas  sold  the  Lwd  for  30  pieces 
of  silver  when  he  was  tempted. 
Peter  reacted  by  sincerely  repent¬ 
ing  and  Judas  went  out  and  hang¬ 
ed  himself. 

We  react  in  accordance  with  the 
way  we  have  prepared  ourselves 
to  meet  these  crises  which  occur 
in  a  pei-son's  life. 

The  college  boys’  quartette  en¬ 
tertained  the  Wartburg  students 
at  ^e  Thursday,  March  17  con¬ 
vocation  by  singing  “Open  Now 
Thy  Gates  of  Beauty”  and  “Here’s 
to  Our  Dear  Old  Wartburg.”  Fol¬ 
lowing  this  the  trumpet  trio  play¬ 
ed  a  selection.  The  boys  quar¬ 
tette  then  sang,  “Climbing  Up 
the  Mountain’’  and  “Nut  Brown 
Maid”  and  “I’ve  Been  Working  on 
the  Railroad"  was  used  by  the 
quartette  as  an  encore  number. 

The  War  Information  convoca¬ 
tion  of  March  23  dealt  with  var¬ 
ious  reserve  programs  of  the 
army  and  navy.  Prof  Aardal  ex¬ 
plained  the  requirements  of  the 
Navy  V-12  and  Army  V-12  pro¬ 
grams.  The  announcement  of  the 
first  tests  for  entrance  into  these 
programs  to  be  given  here  at 
Wartburg  April  31  was  made. 

Prof.  Aardal  also  stated  that 
there  is  a  possibility  for  Wartburg 
to  be  chosen  as  a  college  to  train 
men  enrolled  in  these  programs. 

Rev.  H.  O.  Thompson,  pastor  of 
the  Evangelical  church  in  Waver- 
ly  taked  in  convocation  March  24, 
using  the  first  verses  of  Psalm  119 

He  stated  these  three  rules: 
know  where  you  are,  know  where 
you  are  going,  and  go,  as  a  plan 
for  life.  “These  rules,"  said  Rev. 
Thompson  "put  a  purpose  into 
life.” 

In  concluding.  Rev.  Thompson 
said  that  we  should  determine  our 
goals  in  life  and  not  go  through 
life  as  a  ship  without  a  chart  or 
compass.
